PA  BIN  II  MEETING. 

The  adjourned  Parish  meeting  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  niet  on  Tuesday  eve¬ 
ning  fo  consider  a  report  from  the  new 
board  ot  Truitecs  and  their  proposed  plan 
to  meet  the  curreut  expenses  of  the  Church. 

Thu  attendance  we*  large  and  deep  inte- 
r<  st  was  evinced.  The  report  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  was  read  by  Mr.  John  F.  Folsom,  and 
consisted  in  a  new  departure,  a  radical  i 
change  troffl  the  plan  hitherto  pars  ned  |  It 
proposed  to  abandon  the  annuity  system 
and  virtually  adopt  the  free  pew  system, 
or  what  may  be  better  und*i*|ood  aa  the 
voluntary  plan.  Cards  are  to  be  farniehed 
to  every  pew,  on  which  the  occupant  is 
expected  to  state  the  amount  he  will  con¬ 
vent  to  lie  liabla  forth*  year,  to  In  collect¬ 
ed  from  him  by  instalments,  on  the  first 
Sabbath  >n  each  month  tn  be  put  in  envel¬ 
ope*  supplied  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  thus  left  to  the  enlightened  nnd 
scrupulous  conscience  of  each  member  to 
k-termioe  for  biiuaoil  what  should  be  lit* 
share  of  the  total  expense,  which  it  is  un¬ 
derstood  will  this  year  be  $7,0  0. 

It  it  not  doubted  that  this  qoestton  will 
be  wisely  and  righteously  settled,  in  a 
great  degree  proportioned  to  the  ability  of 
each  member. 

Tb I*  scheme  of  the  trustees  wa*  discussed 
with  marked  ability  and  evident  approval 
by  Hon.  Amsi  Dodd,  Rev.  Dr.  Coe,  and 
Messrs.  O.  Peloubet,  Ang  T.  Mortis,  J. 
Banks  Retard,  Doctor  J.  A.  Davis,  etc., 
and  was  adopted  with  perfict  unanimity. 

If  this  plan  succeeds,  aa  wa  ianl  much 
m  nfiJence  that  it  w.ll,  the  new  Hoard  of 
Trustee*  will  furnish  the  best  possible  as¬ 
surance  of  both  their  wl»d«ra  and  their 
courage. 

A  resolution  waa  also  adopted  authoris¬ 
ing  the  Trustees  to  sell  the  old  parsonage 
property  tat  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
which  sum  is  offered  lor  it,  and  to  convoy 
the  litis  to  the  same.  After  that  they  are 
to  call  another  parish  meeting  to  take  ac¬ 
tion  re«pcrting  a  new  parsonage.

MONTCLAIR. 

On  Monday  morning  about  4.80  the 
smoke  ehimney  of  the  Engine  house  of  the 
D.  L.4W.R.R  in  this  place  was  discov¬ 
ered  on  fire.  The  engine  whistle  was 
blown  long  and  load  and  nt  last  succeeded 
in  gathering  abont  a  dozen  persons  to¬ 
gether.  The  root  being  slate  the  fire  was 
confined  to  the  chimney  which  was  made 
moatiy  of  wood.  A  little  effort  soon  sub¬ 
dued  the  flames,  which  if  it  had  not  been 
so  timely  would  have  done  considerable 
damage.

The  Single  Lectures  of  Profeeeor  More  are 
especially  prepared  for  audiences  of  the 
moat  general  character,  are  in  every  way 
popular,  and  are  brought  within  the  easy 
comprehension  of  everyone. 

THE  MONTCLAIR  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

This  institution  is  the  pride  of  our  town. 
The  new  addition  in  front  has  added  large¬ 
ly  to  its  architectural  appearance,  as  well 
as  to  it*  capacity  and  convenience  The 
building  is  very  substantially  built  ol 
brick  ;  is  two  storiea  high,  with  a  large 
Assembly  hall,  and  ample  class  rooms  ;  all 
having  hiri  eeilingv  and  being  well-heat¬ 
ed  and  well  ventilated,  to  which  special 
attention  bos  been  given.  Individual 
desks  are  furnished  for  all  lb*  students 
in  the  upper  school  Ample  facilities  are 
made  fhr  ingress  and  egress.  No  leas  than 
six  entrances  ore  provided,  two  of  which, 
are  at  the  foot  of  wide  stairway*  to  the  se¬ 
cond  store.  Six  of  the  largest  classes,  in¬ 
cluding  the  younger  pupils,  have  their 
room*  on  the  first  floor. 

Undue  crowding  of  scholars  do  the  pre¬ 
sages  is  thereby  avoided,  as  well  aa  certain 
safety  in  the  event  of  any  possible  alarm 
and  panic.  A  good  beginning  has  been 
made  in  collecting  a  Mineral  Cabinet,  a 
Philosophical  Apparatus  and  a  Library. 
A  fine  change  now  for  some  of  our  large- 
hearted  townsmen,  to  Indulge  their  gene 
roas  impulse*,  by  contributing  a  sufficient 
sum  to  render  each  of  thee*  fountain*  of 
knowledge,  an  affluent  and  perrenial 
spring,  supplying  to  the  thirsty  minds  of 
ambitious  youth,  intellectual  beverage  to 
the  end  of  time. 

The  school  numbering  487  pupils  has 
throe  department* — Primary,  Grammar  and 
High  School  Miss  Abby  M.  Munn.  Mis* 
Louisa  W  Crane  sad  Mias  Adel*  Tr*  k  are 
the  teacher*  of  the  Primary  school.  There 
are  127  names  on  the  record  of  this  school 

The  Grammar  school  embraces  185  pa 
pits,  taught  by  Mis*  NuUio  Boyce,  Mias 
Belle  Bove*  and  Miss  Stella  Bore*. 

The  High  school  his  05  students,  com¬ 
prising  many  of  the  first  young  ladies  and 
youag  gentlemen  of  the  town.  The  teach 
era  are  Miss  Anna  H.  Brown  of  Cleveland, 
where  the  bad  a  very  successful  experience 
as  teacher  and  Mr.  R.  W  Conant,  a  grad  t- 
ate  ef  Yale  College.  Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Church 
ill,  a  lady  of  superior  musical  talent  and 
mnch  experience  aa  an  instructor,  teaches 
and  drills  all  the  classes  In  vorsl  music,  tn 
which  wc  believe  many  of  the  puptla  are 
Becoming  qnite  proficient.  The  whole  di¬ 
rection  of  the  school*  devolves  upon  Mr. 
Jno.  P.  Gross,  A.  M  , a  graduate  from  Bow 
doln  college  end  e  thorough  teacher  of 
mnch  experience,  The  classes  are  well  or¬ 
ganized  and  under  )uditriotia  and  complete 
discipline.  Everything  sen*  to  work  la 
beautifkl  harmony  and  in  most  quiet  and 
regular  order.  So  much  lor  the  superficial 
manifestation  to  the  observer. 

If  we  look  beyond  tkis  iatfi  the  nlmsifl- 
cation  and  stadies  and  into  the  spirit  which 
animate*  teacher*  and  pupils— the  govern¬ 
ing  mind  of  the  Principal,  and  tb<>  appro¬ 
ving  authority  of  the  trustee*,  aa  well  as 
the  rwcotiragtog  appreciation  and  support 
of  parents  are  Abundantly  obvious. 

Of  course  the  •todies  sre  adapted  lo  the 
*g<-*  and  development  of*  the  scholars. 

The  whole  course  contemplates  a  period 
of  twelve  year*,  the  laat  four  being  In  the 
High  school  end  <raUradhg  a  Fourth, 
Third,  Junior  and  Senior  class  This  is 
the  first  time  that  the  High  aohool  he* 
brought  forward  a  claw  in  be  I  regularly 
graduated.  The  present  senior  class  will 
graduate  next  lummar— fourteen  young 
laali**  end  gentlemen.

ASSOCIATION*  or  V.  M  C.  A.  AT 
NIWTOK,  N.J.

A  Convention  of  the  Y.  M.  C-  A  of  the 
Northern  district  ol  the  State  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  waa  held  in  Newton,  qo  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  of  last  week.  About  forty 
delegates  from  diff.rvnt  parts  ol  the  Bute 
were  present.  The  proceeding*  were  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  th»  Hon.  John  Hill  who  rep¬ 
resented  the  Boonton  Association  and  who 
conducted  the  meetings  which  were  held 
in  the  Methodist  Church. 

Alter  devotional  exercise*,  Rev.  J.  J. 
Boswell  welcomed  the  delegates  tn  New¬ 
ton  which  waa  very  pleasantly  responded 
to  by  Hon  John  Util  of  Boonton,  Clerihew 
of  Jer  ey  City,  Morris  of  Montclair  and 
others 

Mr.  Richard  Morse,  Secretary  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Executive  Committee,  gave 
some  interesting  statistics  in  regard  to  the 
progress  of  tlie  work.  Among  other  things 
he  stated  that  there  were  more  association* 
to-day  than  ever  before,  and  the  number 
of  th<we  owning  buildings  were  steadily  in 
creasing. 

*>n  Thursday  morning  a  meeting  for 
prayer  was  held  in  Association  Ilali  at  5  110 
a.  m.  Although  the  weather  was  very  dis¬ 
agreeable,  yet  a  goodly  number  were  in  at¬ 
tendance  and  found  it  a  season  of  profit  as 
well  as  of  pleasure.  At  6  *.m.  the  organi¬ 
zation  for  business  took  place. 

The  topic*,  *  The  danger*  to  which 
young  men  are  peculiarly  exposed,  an  '  the 
means  of  saviug  them,"  and  •*  The  need  of 
Increased  personal  effort  in  Christian  work  " 
were  taken  up  and  profitably  discussed  un¬ 
til  11.80,  when  reports  from  delegates  were 
called  for.  Although  there  are  but  few  as¬ 
sociations  in  the  northern  district,  yet  the 
reports  showed  e  lively  interest  in  the 
work.
